Rome, via Paris, Feb. 24.—Close observers here of 
the political situation, declare that since the readiness 
of Italy to join in the war has become apparent, the in­ 
sistence of Germany upon her continued neutrality has 
grown stronger. 
It is declared in a reliable quarter that Prince von 
Buelow, the German ambassador to Italy, has sum­ 
marized the Italian situation to his government substan­ 
tially as follows: 
Italy has spent nearly 2,000,000,000 lire ($400,000,- 
OOO) in war preparations since the outbreak of hostili­ 
ties; consequently, action on her part is daily becoming 
more imperative.

London, Feb. 24.- The foreign office 
is extremely reticent Sn discussing the 
American proposal made to London 
and Berlin outlining a plan for the 
feeding of the civil population of G er­ 
m any under certain regulations. 
Sir Edward Grey, the British foreign 
secretary, and other members of the 
cal*.net still lay emphasis on the fact 
th at Great Britain has not yet made 
food destined for Germany absolute 
contraband. 
While Sir Edward Grey's reply to 
the United Stares governm ent’s note 
concerning the food steam er Wilhelm- 
ina Intimated th at such a step prob­ 
ably would be necessary, the abso­ 
lute prohibition of food shipments to 
Germany has not actually been 
a n ­ 
nounced. 
In fact, the decision of the W i l l a m ­ 
ina case by the prixe court is being 
looked forward to, as It is considered 
th at this will am ount to a definite 
statem ent of the British position. 
For several days it has been Inti­ 
mated In official circles that the fo r­ 
eign office might issue a m em orandum 
setting forth definitely the Brittah pol­ 
icy concerning foodstuffs destined for 
Germany nnd outlining plans for th 
reprisals deemed necessary because of 
the operations of the German su b m a­ 
rines 
It is known that part of the 
material tor such a mem orandum has 
been considered and that the issuance 
of the statem ent within two or three 
days is not Improbable. 
British officials are said to be firm - 
Iv convinced that the neutral powers 
will offer little objection if food su p ­ 
plies are cut off from Germany In re ­ 
taliation for the German subm arine 
activities, which they allege la in vio­ 
lation of all international history.

prominent 
British official mentioned 
today the position taken by Count Ca- 
prtvl, once German Imperial chancel­ 
lor, who declared: 
’’A country may be dependent for 
her food or for her raw products upon 
her trade. 
In fact, it may be absolute­ 
ly necessary to destroy the enemy's 
trade 
The private introduction 
of 
provisions into Paris was prohibited 
during the si**ge and in the sam e way 
a nation would be justified in p rev ent­ 
ing the import of food and raw prod­ 
uce.
